Men I ſuppoſe your Majeſtie hath hea'd the life 
of my Maſter and Miſtreſs, the King and —— 
ti their misforcune fell cur : Her Majeſtie ha vin 
the King of Hangar two Sons, the one two years before 
the other, Prince Cleecreton being the firſt, and Prince 
Fort as the next: Thus the King and Queen, with theſe 
two pretty Sons, lived-in peace and love, without any 
diſturbance, and the Realm was in quiet a great while :
